Thus you ſee, that he 
who boalts that all others might have been in their A. B. C. with- 
out his aſſiſtance, is himſelf ignorant of the firſt Principſes of the 
Science he pretends to. And without doubt had Mr. L. but 
preſented us with the Figure of this Eclipſe, we ſhould have found 
it as true, as the other — lately noted. 

Bur be his Figures right or wrong, Mr. L proceeds to judge- 
ment (his name I think ſhould properly have been vac) accor- 
ding to his preceding Method (and he propounded none at all) 
and rufflingly acquaints us ---That this Eclipſe will cauſe a great 
ruſſling both of the Dane and Dutch to regain the Sound; but they 
will — overthrow the great Mogul, er Grand Signior, then re- 
conquer the Sound, out of bi poſſeſſion that now hath it in keeping » 
viz.

Ti Lillie? Guiſe to promiſe his Friends high. 
I might demand of Mr.L.(in relation to this his Notorious Now- 
ſequitur, wherefore he brings his ſtrange therefore? And whe- 
ther the conſequence would not as roundly have follow had 
the premiſes been turned the contrary way ? But let Mi L. go 
on, and chaunt forth (yet further) his Syten Songs of flattery to 
the K. of Sweden, and tell him — That he ſhall be 44 great as Charls 
the great,&c.the MC. to the body of Saturn, will prove him to be 
a perfon that keeps Mendacinmas a Page to his Pen and Tongue.
